Save Our State from 
Hatred 


At its October meeting, the Va’ad of 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav voted to go 
on record opposing Proposition 187, the 
so-called “Save our 
State” initiative. In 
taking this stand, 
CS4 j@uns ware 
Northern Califor- 
nia Board of Rab- 
bis, the American 
Jewish Congress, 
the American Jew- 
ish Committee, the 
Jewish Community 
Relations Council, and numerous other 
Jewish, as wellas gay /lesbian, organiza- 
tions in opposing this initiative. Our 
Social Action Committee, under the lead- 
ership of Eloise Magenheim, has been 
representing the congregation in thecom- 
munity. We oppose this proposition for 
three different reasons. 

First, we are responsive to unfounded 
prejudice. Throughout European history, 
whenever there have been difficult eco- 
nomic hardships, Jews have been 
blamed as the culprits. Our concern for 
the stranger and the marginalized is 
grounded in the Torah, which repeat- 
edly states: “Do not oppress the stranger; 
for you were strangers in the Land of 
Egypt.” Undocumented immigrants are 
not the source of California’s economic 
difficulties or social changes. Studies 
have shown that immigrants, docu- 
mented and undocumented, pay 
millions more in taxes than they utilize 
in public benefits. The fervor behind 
this proposition is a scapegoating which 
Jews are far too familiar with. 

Second, Proposition 187 will not work. 
Cutting off access to health will only fur- 
ther burden our overstretched emergency 
health care system. Attempting to keep 
the children of undocumented workers, 
many of whom were born here, out of 
the schools will only create an under- 
class and increase the marginalization of

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Want to Lead Services? 


The Ritual Committee is pleased to an- 
nounce our launching of an exciting ini- 
tiative this fall to recruit, educate, 
stimulate and revive new and current 
service leaders. This initiative will have 
three components: 

1) The first component is a seminar, to 
be held every other month, on Thursday 
nights from 7:30 - 9:30, that will teach 
both the theory and practice of Jewish 
tfilah (prayer). These seminars are being 
integrated into the schedule of the Ritual 
Committee, so new service leaders can 
learn from more experienced mentors in 
the course of these sessions. One is guar- 
anteed to leave each of these seminars 
both intellectually stimulated and in the 
possession of at least one concrete ser- 
vice leading skill. The first service leading 
seminar was Thursday, October 27, at 
7:30 and the next will be on Thursday, 
December 22, also at 7:30 pm (both in the 
Sha’ar Zahav library). 

2) The second component will be two 
teaching services to be held on Friday, 
November 4, and Friday, Novem- 
ber 18. Rabbi Kahn will tailor the usual 
Friday night services to explain the 
structure and deeper meaning of the 
service. These services will prove valu- 
able not only to present and future 
service leaders, but also to anyone new 
to the synagogue or seeking a greater 
understanding of our liturgy. 

3) Lastly, Rabbi Kahn will lead a re- 
fresher (or introductory, depending on 
your own experience) course on the “Ba- 
sics of the Service,” to be held on Sunday 
afternoon, November 20, 1-5 pm, in the 
library. People of all levels of experience 
are invited to come and learn the funda- 
mentals of leading a service.

The Ma’ayan Annual Campaign

I still remember my first High Holiday 
service with CSZ. New to town, I was 
amazed that the sermon was given by a 
gay rabbi (unheard of), that the topic 
was AIDS (unspeakable), and that the 
congregation was made up of over a 
thousand gays and lesbians like me (tru- 
ly unbelievable)! Yes, Dorothy, Oz actu- 
ally does exist! After my childhood 
experiences as a girl in an orthodox 
synagogue in Baltimore, nothing could 
have been more welcoming. Since then, 
Ihave had many more memorable CSZ 
experiences, including the congrega- 
tional trip to Israel and the incompara- 
ble joy of being part of our very own 
Klezmer Band. To be able to fully cele- 
brate my Judaism with CSZ, as a wom- 
an and as a lesbian, has added 
immeasurably to my life. 

Each of us has our own personal story 
of how CSZ has added to our lives 
through ritual, community, cultural ex- 
periences and the like. Our congregation 
has grown to over 500 strong and new 
members are joining every month. The 
“sayby” boom is evident as more and 
more children fill our halls. Some of our 
members are beginning to face the 
myriad of issues around aging. AIDS, 
breast cancer and other illnesses con- 
tinue to challenge too many members 
and their families. 

To meet these growing needs, we are 
launching our first-ever Annual Cam- 
paign this month. We are calling it 
“Ma’ayan,” the Hebrew word meaning 
wellspring or the source. Indeed, as our 
congregation grows, we must ensure 
that our source of congregational life 
grows as well. And one critical way to 
replenish this source is with... you 
guessed it... money! 

Ten years ago, a small group of CSZ 
leaders found a home of our own against 
great odds. Now, with the needs of our 
congregants multiplying and diversify- 
ing, we will strive to fund programs of 
our own, including: 

Shabbat, Holiday, and Life-cycle Publish- 
ing: To update and create prayerbooks 
and ritual guidebooks that reflect our 
widely-praised efforts to expand and 
encourage the use of inclusive liturgy. 

Documenting Our History: To initiate 
oral history and archives projects to col- 
lect and make accessible the memories 
of our unique experience. 
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Jewish-Based Support for People Living 
with Illness: To hire the staff to coordinate 
support groups, classes, and counseling 
for people living with illness. 

On-Going B'nai Mitzvah Activities for 
All Ages: To establish ongoing b’nai 
mitzvah training for both adults and 
young people by hiring staff to work 
with students and to purchase writ- 
ten/taped materials. 

Jewish Education for Adults and Fami- 
lies: To encourage the development and 
presentation of educational retreats / pro- 
grams for adults and families. 

Jewish-Based Social Programs: To fund 
the development of new social activities 
with a Jewish flavor, such as cooking 
classes, folk dance classes, another trip 
to Israel and theater parties. 

We have a dream and we can make it 
a reality with your help! You will be 
contacted sometime during the next 
couple of months to share with us your 
vision of CSZ and to make a contribu- 
tion to the Ma’ayan Annual Campaign.

Holocaust 


Remembrance 


Congregation Sha’ar Zahav is proud to 
present in conjunction with the Holo- 
caust Center of Northern California a 
Night of Remembrance of the 56th Anni- 
versary of Kristallnacht. 

During Kristallnacht (the night of No- 
vember 9, 1938, known as “the night of 
broken glass”), a Nazi-orchestrated anti- 
Jewish pogrom swept Germany and 
Austria. In one single night 191 syna- 
gogues were set on fire and a further 76 
were completely demolished, 30,000 Jews 
were arrested and sent to concentration 
camps, and 36 Jews were killed. 

To commemorate that tragic occasion, 
on November 9 at 7 pm there will be a 
screening of the movie “We Were Marked 
witha Big A” at CSZ. The movie serves as 
a testimonial of the Nazi persecution of 
gays. The name of the film refers to a 
yellow cloth with a big A on it that some 
victims were initially forced to wear 
around their legs. Later on, when the Na- 
zis became more sophisticated in their 
labeling of concentration camp prisoners, 
the big A was replaced by a pink triangle. 

The screening will be followed by a 
presentation by Dr. Giinter Grau on the 
Nazi persecution of homosexuals. Dr. 
Grau has published many books and ar- 
ticles on the subject. His presentation will 
focus on the fundamental anti-gay ele- 
ments of the Nazi policy and its 
consequence for gay men during that pe- 
riod. The discussion draws from archival 
materials, including speeches, secret pro- 
tocols, statistics, letters, minutes of 
meetings, and military orders. Before the 
fall of the East German government, many 
of these materials were not available to 
the public, as they were in the hands of 
the East German secret police. 

A donation of $5 is suggested. No one 
will be turned away for lack of funds.

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September Va’ad Report

The Va’ad extended a warm welcome to 
Rabbi Kahn and was really excited about 
his return from sabbatical. Rabbi Kahn 
opened our meeting with a D’var Torah 
on t’shuvah. The time between Rosh Ha- 
shanah and Yom Kippur is a time of 
reflection. It is important for us to ac- 
knowledge that during the year, we have 
erred in some fashion, we will need to 
make amends and we need to change 
our ways. He urged us to consider tak- 
ing care of all unfinished business before 
Yom Kippur. 

Mike Zimmerman presented a new 
format for the financial report and ex- 
plained the changes. This format was 
very well received. It is concise and 
easy to read. Mike indicated that our 
current dues structure and system for 
providing High Holiday tickets, seems 
to be working well. He also wanted to 
give a special thanks to all of the folks 
who gave a pushke pitch during the 
past year. Financially, Sha’ar Zahav is 
able to cover existing expenses. Addi- 
tional funds, however, will be needed 
if we want to expand any of our ser- 
vices or programs. 

The Va’ad voted to authorize $250 for 
the accompanist and $50 for the paid pro- 
fessional for the High Holiday services. 

There are a number of repairs which 
need to be addressed: 

1. Lights in the oneg room are fad- 
ing and may need to be replaced. 

2. The west wall is in dire need of 
painting. 

3. There are drainage problems and 
leakage in the breezeway. 

4. There are cracks in the oneg room 
(downstairs). 

The Va’ad approved 15 individual or 
family units for membership. Carolyn 
Pines indicated that a Potluck is being 
planned for all new members on Sun- 
day, Nov. 6, from 4 to 6 pm, at the home 
of Mike Rankin. She also presented a 
new brochure which describes Sha’ar 
Zahav and all the programs and ser- 
vices we offer. 

Judith Cohen presented the Youth 
Group Proposal. This proposal outlined 
the goals, objectives, program, sched- 
ule, supervision and funding of the 
Youth Chavurah for 1994-95. The pro- 
gram would include a mix of social 
gatherings, social action projects, and 
experiences to build Jewish identity and 
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increase understanding of Judaism. She 
emphasized that this was not to be con- 
sidered an alternate path to Jewish 
education. The Va‘ad approved the pro- 
posal. The program will be reviewed in 
January, 1995. 

The third memorial board in the sanc- 
tuary is almost filled. A request was 
made to approve the purchase of an 
additional memorial board. This request 
was approved by the Va’ad. 

The telephone system at Sha’ar Za- 
hav currently needs to be upgraded. A 
proposal was submitted to the Va’ad for 
the purchase, installation and program- 
ming of a new telephone system, which 
was approved. 

There will be a dedication the second 
Saturday in November, at Shabbat ser- 
vices, in recognition of the new Torah 
and Torah covers. 

Rabbi Kahn reported that there will 
be a lot of educational activity in the 
fall. Seven to 12 children are ready to be 
B’nai Mitzvah. This will be a labor-in- 
tensive endeavor. Individuals interested 
in learning more about Judaism can en- 
roll in the Introduction to Judaism/ 
Conversion Orientation course. The 
Rabbi would like to find a match, from 
the congregation, for all individuals con- 
sidering conversion. He is hoping to 
continue the HIV support group meet- 
ings and to do outreach to college 
students, in addition to other projects. 

There was much discussion of plans 
for the upcoming Annual Fundraising 
Campaign. The Fundraising Commit- 
tee presented a proposal which outlined 
programming goals and a summary of 
the vision list which emerged from this 
year’s Mini-Advance and Advance. The 
Va’ad worked diligently to prioritize 
the vision list to make it reflect the needs 
of the congregation. Many constructive 
suggestions were offered to the Fund- 
raising Committee and these will be 
incorporated and presented at our next 
Va’ad meeting. 

Ron Lezell suggested that Sha’ar Za- 
hav consider coming out of the closet 
and having the name of the synagogue 
printed on all mailings and publications. 
The Va‘ad agreed and suggested that a 
letter be placed in the next newsletter to 
let people know our feelings and to elicit 
feedback. The meeting was adjourned 
at 9:15 pm. A brief closed session imme- 
diately followed.

October Va’ad Report

The meeting began with a recommen- 
dation that the Va’ad allocate a certain 
amount of money each year for a paid 
professional and an accompanist for 
the High Holidays. All were pleased 
with the high quality of the traditional 
and new choral presentations at this 
year’s services. 

Plans are already underway for the 
annual Chanukah Party, which will be 
held on Saturday, December 3. Greta 
Miskatel hopes that this year’s celebra- 
tion will honor Jewish diversity and 
freedom by bringing together the tastes, 
spirit and tunes of the Sephardic-Mizra- 
chi tradition. The Va’ad approved 
funding for the Chanukah party. 

The Va’ad then approved a proposal 
to accept major credit cards (Visa, Mas- 
tercard, Discovery) for all programs, 
dues pledges or activities beginning in 
April, 1995. The Va’ad wishes to ex- 
press its appreciation to Michael 
Chertok for researching and putting 
together this proposal. 

Plans for our first annual fundrais- 
ing campaign are progressing. After 
two years of meeting to discuss our 
values and the need for programs 
which reflect these values, the Va’ad 
has put together a vision statement for 
this year’s campaign. A special fund- 
raising /outreach workshop for Va’ad 
members will be held during the month 
of October. The Va’ad approved the 
cost of airfare for the UAHC trainer 
who will conduct the workshop. 

Ellen Gierson gave a Building Com- 
mittee report. She highlighted a 
number of costly repairs which need 
to be attended to as soon as possible. 
Va’ad member Susan Tubbesing has 
volunteered to be the liaison to the 
Building Committee to help develop a 
series of proposals for addressing these 
problems. The proposals will be pre- 
sented at the December or January 
Va’ad meeting for review. Those ap- 
proved will then be put out to bid. 

Carolyn Pines presented nine indi- 
viduals/families for membership. All 
were approved by the Va’ad. Carolyn 
also noted that after two years of serv- 
ing as the Chair of the Membership 
Committee, she will be stepping down. 
Larry Wexler and Sara Haber will as- 
sume more of the administrative 
responsibilities for this committee. 


Tiela Chalmers read a wonderful 
thank-you letter received from Project 
Open Hand for all of the support they 
have received from CSZ. Tiela urged 
folks to volunteer to help Project Open 
Hand deliver food on Christmas Eve. In 
the past this has been enjoyed by all 
who participated. 

Lane Schickler has agreed to become 
the shepherd of the new Haggadah, 
which we will have printed and pub- 
lished by Passover, 1995. 

Lane also proposed a motion that the 
1996 Western Regional Conference (of Gay 
and Lesbian Jews) be held here in San 
Francisco. More information is needed on 
this proposal before the Va’ad can approve. 

The Va’ad voted to co-sponsor an 
event with the Holocaust Center for the 
showing of the movie “We Were Marked 
with a Big A.” This is tentatively sched- 
uled for November 9. 

On the political front, the Va’ad voted 
to support the opposition to Proposi- 
tion 187. 

Rabbi Kahn reported that World AIDS 
Day will be December 1. There will be a 
special program at the MCC. A special 
Chanukah party will be held for pre- 
school kids on December 4. Rabbi Kahn 
is currently looking for a teacher who 
can assist him with bar/bat mitzvah 
classes. He is also looking for a new 
secretary. The rabbi thanked the Va’ad 
for the new telephone system which has 
now been installed. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:30. A 
closed session followed.

The dominant culture 

of Kobe’s Jewish com- 
munity was Sephardi, 
primarily a synchronistic blend of 
Sephardim from Iraq, Syria, and Egypt. 
For many years here in America I lost 
those words until I heard them again at 
High Holydays at Magen David, the 
Sephardic synagogue on 4th Avenue 
and Clement Street. 

“Tisku le shanim raboth”; I am just 
learning to roll the words off my tongue 
and I love it... it brings so much back; 
the sounds, the tastes, the specialness of 
this season. 

In the synagogue we felt the energy 
of the men up front, swaying and pray- 
ing ecstatically in Hebrew with 
Judeo-Arabic and Yiddish influences; 
and some (very few), of the women fol- 
lowing along. Most of our mothers and 
grandmothers chatted freely (and not 
so quietly) with each other, sharing news 
and making plans for gatherings and 
upcoming events. The children were al- 
ways very busy making noise outside; 
playing joyfully in the courtyard of the 
synagogue. Every once in a while, but 
not too often, one of the men would put 
ona stern face and try to shush us down. 
Asa girl, I was not required to stay in or 
pray, so we, my girlfriends and I, would

hang out in the courtyard, taking com- 
fort in the spirited sounds coming from 
inside the sanctuary. The post bar mitz- 
vah boys were quick to join the rest of 
the children as soon as they could. As 
long as they were not needed for a min- 
yan, and we had a full house for the 
High Holydays (30-50 families), the 
teenagers were free to be kids outside. 

It was “R’shana” (our shortcut pro- 
nunciation in Judeo-Arabic), and it was 
our custom to wear something new for 
the holiday. A tradition; I don’t know 
from where or how widespread. Always, 
to start the New Year my Iraqi mother 
dressed us in something new. When there 
was extra money I got a pretty dress, or 
blouse; and my brother, a new white 
shirt or trousers. When money was 
scarce, we got beautiful new white socks. 
We were always happy on R’shana! 

We continue to begin Rosh Hasha- 
nah with a seder table of ritual foods 
and blessings, a widespread custom in 
Sephardic Mizrahi communities to wel- 
come in the New Year. Our seder 
(order), consists of eight plates of dif- 
ferent foods from the earth; tree; vine; 
and the symbolic Rosh, the head, of a 
ram (we use the head of a fish); each 
with a specific blessing to increase our 
well being and mitzvot. 

Magen David occasionally sends out 
a flyer with the order of the erev Rosh 
Hashanah seder table. Here it is with 
my revisions of the more superficial and 
I think misleading, (i.e. non-spiritual), 
interpretations of the traditional Hebrew 
phrases. Translated literally, the concreti- 
zation of “may all our enemies be 
annihilated /cut off/removed” remains 
solely on one level: that of Survival, 
which I honor as the first level, and I 
believe the message is meant to work on 
a deeper level as well. This ritual speaks

May it be favorable... that our 
destructive inclinations be worked 
through and cut off.

4. Karah (gourd or zucchini) 

May it be favorable... that You shall 
help us let go of our weaknesses and 
destructive impulses, and may our 
mitzvot be presented to You. 

5. Lubia (black eye peas or chi- 
nese (long) string beans) 

May it be favorable... that our 
merits be increased and our hearts 
purified. 

6. Rimon (pomegranate) 

May it be favorable... that we will 
be as full of mitzvot as the seeds of 
the pomegranate. 

7. Tapuah (apples dipped in honey 
or cooked with sugar) 

May it be favorable... that we will 
be blessed with a new and sweet 
year! 

8. Rosh Kebess (Head of a ram) 
(we use an alternative: fish head) 

May it be favorable... that we be 
heads and not tails; leaders and not 
unthinking followers. And we re- 
member the ram of Isaac, son of 


Abraham and Sarah.

families and communities that want to 
integrate into American life. Proposition 
187 will keep documented and undocu- 
mented people alike from trusting the 
police, courts, social service system or 
any other agency of government. It cre- 
ates a carte blanche invitation to 
harassment and the deprivation of due 
process to anyone, citizen or non-citizen, 
who is suspected [sic!] of being in this 
country without legal documentation. 
The proposition provides no definitions 
or safeguards to protect legal citizens 
with accents, ethnic last names or dark 
skin from being denied services or from 
being reported to state and federal au- 
thorities. 

Finally, the authors and backers of 
Proposition 187 include white suprema- 
cists who are trying to advance their 
racist agenda through this initiative. The 
authors of Prop. 187, Alan Nelson and 
Harold Ezell, are affiliated with a na- 
tional organization called the Federation 
for American Immigration Reform 
[FAIR]. A major backer of FAIR is the 
Pioneer Fund, an organization first set 
up in 1937 to encourage research into 
race and eugenics. While FAIR has 
sought to “cultivate liberals while pub- 
licly distancing itself from extreme 
conservatives” [LA Times], FAIR has re- 
ceived approximately $1 million from 
the Pioneer Fund. The Pioneer Fund’s 
other beneficiaries have included Dr. 
William Shockley, organizations promot- 
ing racial purity, and the editor of a 
neo-Nazi periodical, Mankind Quarterly. 
The type of thinking and social policies 
which underlie this initiative do not stop 
at immigrants or people of color. We 
cannot allow the racist and prejudiced 
mentality represented by this proposi- 
tion to gain legitimacy through its 
approval at the ballot box. 

I urge you not just to vote but also to 
talk about why you are voting against 
this initiative with your friends, family 
members, co-workers, acquaintances and 
everyone else you encounter. Let’s call 
on our public officials and candidates, 
especially those campaigning for state- 
wide offices, to come out publicly and 
firmly against this initiative. I think that 
we can help create a public atmosphere 
which makes proposals such as this one 
unacceptable. Our history, our values and 
our future all challenge us to act. 
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Sha’ar Zahav welcomes all contribu- 
tions of all sizes to mark any event and to 
add to any of our funds. Contributions 
will be acknowledged in the Forward 
unless otherwise requested.

One of our guests at home in Japan 
for every R’shana, was a dear friend of 
our family, Victor “Kelly” Bashi, an Iraqi 
Jew from Burma. Victor wrote to me 
recently and sent information about his 
childhood synagogue in Rangoon. It has 
become another one of our endangered 
remnants of a no longer thriving Jewish 
community, and thus I segue into next 
month’s Gaily Forward re: what they are 
asking for and where the synagogue is 
located should you visit Burma.
